Accordingly, the withdrawal of the outstanding provisional rejection under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting based on claims 4-11 of Komatsu's co- 
pending U.S. Serial No. 10/950,489 is in order, and is therefore respectfully solicited.
